And although he be in heauen as touchin 
| his corporall preſeuce , where the father hat 
now ſet him at his right hand, committing 


.vnto him the adminiſtration of all rhings , as' 


well in heauen aboue, . as in earth beneath : 
.yetis he preſent with vs hisn embers, cuen to 
* the end of the world, in preferuing and 
* Bouerning vs with his etteQuall poxer and 
* grace , who when all thinges are falilled, 
which God bach ſpoken by the mouth of all 
his Prophets , fince the world beganne, w!!

VS, as holy ſignes ani ſeales of Gods pra 
miſes. Fora5s by Bapriſme eace oeccued, 
is ſignified rhat wee (a\well infantes as o- 
thers of age and diſcretio:.) being ſtraun- 
.gers from God by originall finne, arerecet- 
.uediinco lis familieand congregation, with 
full ailurauce, thar althoug!: rhis roate of 

Ainneliebid in vs, yer to the elcR it ſhall 
nor betmputed-: jo the Sepperdeclareth that 
God as a moſt prouident tatier, doth aor

Naſticall Diſcipline, which KRand:thin ad. 
monition and correR:en of faults. The. 
nall end whereof is excommunication, 
the conſent of the Church determined, if i, 
offender be obſtinate. And belides this x 
clefiakicall Diſcipline, I acknowledgetoj, 
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' who miniſtrerh to euery man tuſtice, defen- 

' ding the- good, and punilhingtheeaill, To 

whom we muſt render honorand obedience 
in all things, which are gec contrary to the 

word of God. Ard as Moyſes,Ezechias,lofi- 
as and other good rulers purged the Church 
of God fro ſuperſtition and 1dolatry. fo the 
defence of Chrifts Church appertaineth to 
chriltian Magiltrates, againſt all idoJaters 
and beretikes, as Papilts, Anabapriſts, with
